Dulles had done an intellectually honest Job as always; he said ell h*« i 
was praise the work of the Agency and said that the Commit! e-* rnd ? y 1 
had good briefings, etc. He then said again that he would get tie • 
end TV tapes for Mr. Dulles. 

Mr. Dulles said that he was not worried about the mati sx ; ■: 
that he didn't waat Mr. Jackson to worry about it.
